ture w as delivered concerning a n inven­ 
tion by O tto Suess, an engineer, to carry 
liquid air into the mines. 
T he invention 
Is called “ aerolith.” and, it is said, will 
supersede all previously existing sy stem s 
in use. 
T he aerolith is based upon the 
utilization of liquid air. 
U ntil recently 
liquid air, w hich could only be produced 
by expensive and com plicated m achinery , 
can now be produced at a m od e ra te cost 
by m achines of small horsepow er. 
“T he Suess m achine consists of a reser­ 
voir in the shape of a k na ps ac k , which 
is carried 
on 
the 
m iner’s 
back . 
This 
reservoir is filled with liquid air, three to 
four 
qua rts 
being 
sufficient 
for 
two 
hours. 
T he appa ratus is connected by 
tw o tubes to a respiratory m ask fixed in 
front of the m outh of the m iner, so he 
m ay readily inhale the liquid air. 
T he 
reservoir containing the liquid a ir has an 
ala rm clock attached to it. w hich w arns 
the m iner 
w hen the tw o hours 
have 
elapsed. 
It is claimed tha t the invention 
lias produced very good results, and at 
some of the mines laboratories for the 
m a nufa c ture of liquid air nre being erect­ 
ed in ord er tha t the m a na ge m e nt m ay 
alw ay s be prepared.”—C onsular Report.

T hough m uch is being said a nd w rit­ 
ten a b out N ew York ’s grow th in length 
and b rea d th, in the num ber of its in 
ha b ita nts and the height of its sk y sc ra p­ 
ers, one does not often hear the question: 
“ H ow thick is New Y ork ?” N ow , there 
m ay be m ore answ ers than one to this 
query , say s the New York T rib une. 
If 
the person to whom it is put is inclined 
to the use of slang he m a y tra nslate 
“thick ” into “ stupid ” and reply : "N ew 
York is jus t thick enough to let a suc ­ 
cession of T am m any m ay ors w aste her 
w ealth 
until 
bank ruptcy s ta re s her in 
the fac e .” 
B ut if he ta k es the w ord 
“ thick ” literally be might a ns w e r w ith 
truth t ha t N ew York city has an e x­ 
trem e thick ness of 1090 feet. 
In other 
words, from the upperm ost tip of the 
term inal light on the 
big 
M etropolitan 
tower, w hich is 700 feet above the street 
level, the 
highest 
point 
perm anently 
reached by m a n in his activities above 
ground in N ew York , to the 
extrem e 
depth of the elevator plunger cy linders 
beneath the C ity Investing building, a 
point 390 feet below the level of B road ­ 
way , the point of greatest d epth thus 
far reached by man in his activities be­ 
low ground in New York , the city is 
over one -qua rte r of a mile thick . 
R e ­ 
duced to y ard s, this thick ness of N ew 
York is 303 y ard s and 1 foot, and in 
inches the total thick ness is 13,080. E x ­ 
tended over a horizontal 
plane, 
this 
thick ness of N ew York would a little 
m ore tha n equal the d istance from the 
b attery 
to 
R ector street or 
from 
the 
city ha 11 to L eonard street. 
A nd if, by some giant k nife, 
M a n­ 
ha tta n island could be cut lik e a pie, 
down through the 
lofty 
M etropolitan 
tower, to the extrem e depth of the eleva­ 
tor cy linders beneath the C ity Investing 
building, all 
unbelievers w ould be of­ 
fered am ple ocular proof tha t w ithin the 
last fe w y e a rs underground life in New 
York ha s developed ut an alm ost un­ 
believable rate . 
F ollow ing 
the (rail 
of the 
elevator 
shafts, 
sub-basem ents 
have

basem ents, a nd have in turn been fol­

sub-sub-basem ents, 
until be­ 
neath the H otel Belmont, a t F orty -sec­ 
ond 
s tre e t a nd 
l ’ark avenue, 
elevator 
service has been extended d ow n to the 
fifth level, a distance of 59 feet and 4 
inches 
below 
the level of 
the street. 
T rue, it is only the freight elevator car* 
which descend to this bottom level a t 
present, b ut passenger elevators even now 
descend to the third level or story be­ 
low the stre e t, on which the hotel laun­ 
dry is. and they will probably descend 
the e ntire d istanc e to the fifth level some 
day . A b etter idea of the d epth to which 
activities are carried below the surface 
of N ew Y ork a t this point is afforded by 
the fa c t tha t the subw ay , as it sw ings 
from 
I’a rk 
avenue 
into 
F orty -second 
street passes through the second level or 
story of the hotel building below the 
street, a nd tha t the business is daily go­ 
ing forw a rd to the three levels below the 
subw ay , as if the situation w ere the m ost 
com m onplace in the world. 
T he re are 
num erous othe r buildings in the city , es­ 
pecially am ong those recently cons truc t­ 
ed, in w hich the elevator service is ex­ 
tended bey ond the basem ent to the sub ­ 
basem ent. 
A n illustration of the grow ing tend en­ 
cy to develop the underground possibili­ 
ties of business life in New York w as 
given w hen pluns were recently filed for 
a new sk y sc raper, to go up on the site 
of the T ow e r building, the original New 
York sk y sc ra pe r, at No. 50 B road w ay . 
T he pla ns for this new building call for 
six stories below the level of the street.

Troops of the A m eri­ 
can regula r a rm y perform ed im portant 
service in S a n Francisco a f te r the d isas­ 
ter of M ay 18, 1906. 
H ere is a passage 
from a long and brilliant ta lk of the 
F rench 
scientist 
Camille 
F la m m a rion 
sent by cable from I ’aris to the N ew 
York H e ra ld : 
Forty y ears ago I published the follow­ 
ing, which was regarded as somewhat ro- 
mautic. 
“The only means of flndlng out 
with certainty the Internal composition of 
the terrestrial globe would be to bore a gi­ 
gantic well, several k ilometres deep. 
Such 
u work would not be bey ond the power of 
present duy engineering. 
This well would 
be a source of inexhaustible heat for hu­ 
manity . 
H the various governments would 
agree to direct toward this object all the 
soldiers of Europe, each employ ed in ac­ 
cordance with his special trade or occupa­ 
tion, they would win u victory superior to 
all past, ‘present and future wars of exter­ 
mination, by bringing to light the my stery 
which is hidden beuath our surface, ami 
as while tills work was belug executed, the 
habit of fighting would be lost, humanity 
would have gained by it a double progress, 
both scientific and social.” 
T he notion tha t the interior heat of 
the 
e a rth, 
w hich 
causes 
e a rthqua k e s 
by 
converting 
into 
ste am 
the 
w a­ 
ters of tiie sea when they m a k e their 
w ay to a sufficient depth through fissures 
and porosities of the surface, m ight be 
utilized 
for w arm ing the houses of hu­ 
m an beings a nd generating m otive pow er 
for factories is as bold and a s fascinating 
as the notion of employ ing the forces of 
w ar for the offices of peace. 
Both ideas have been reduced to prac­ 
tice on a sum 11 scale. 
P e rha ps the full­ 
ness of tim e when they will be w it­ 
nessed in operation on a lurgc scale is not 
far aw a y . 


S ecre tary Garfield and the Coal Problem . 


A fe a ture of the annual report of Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Garfield lik elv to 
a ttra c t popular attention is the d ec lara­ 
tion tha t the existing law re la ting to the 
tak ing up and work ing of coal lands is 
in need of rad ic al am endm ent.

T he Secretary favors the en­ 
ac tm e nt of a bill pending in Congress 
which ha s for its purpose s e pa ra te deal­ 
ings w ith those who would acquire the 
surface land and those w hose purpose is 
to m ine the coal. 
T he privilege of m in­ 
ing coal he w ould have the governm ent 
m ak e over b y sale or lease und e r such 
conditions as 
would foster 
the 
devel­ 
opm ent of the industry in accordance 
w’ith the needs of the country . 
T his 
he is convinced, w*ouid tend to 


prevent private interests from m onopoliz­ 
ing or holding for speculative purposes 
tlie grea t fuel deposits rem aiuing in the 
public dom ain 
T he collective m em ory of the people 
is notoriously short, and probably few 
individuals in the country feel so e a rne s t­ 
ly (» n the coal question as nearly every ­ 
body felt d uring the pinch of the gre a t 
anthra c ite strik e of 1902. 
W ith all a l­ 
low ance for inevitable apathy , how ever, 
there will be very general interest in the 
situation brought out in S ecretary G a r ­ 
field’s report, and possibly there m ay be 
spirited discussion of the m ethods by 
which lie suggests the situation m ight be 
am eliorated in the interest of the peo­ 
ple.

T he law com pels phy sicians, m idw ives 
and nurses to m ak e prom pt report to the 
H e a lth D e pa rtm e nt when infants und er 
the ir care show sy m ptom s of opthalm ia. 
T he critical tim e is within tw o w eek s 
a fte r birth. 
Im m ediate trea tm e nt 
in­ 
sures a cure, b ut delay is dangerous, 
and if protra cted nothing can save the 
little sufferer from blindness. 
O pthalm ia 
is dangerous not only to 
those im m ediately afflicted, but to oth­ 
ers, for it 
is 
frightfully 
contagious. 
T herefore the health authorities in B os­ 
ton place it on a par with scarlet fever 
and sm allpox. 
T he instant a case is 
reported a health inspector is sent to the 
home to 
m a k e 
a 
diagnosis. 
E ve ry 
m inute is of im portance at tha t stage. 
If the hom e does not afford the proper 
m eans for im m ed iate and efficient tr e a t ­ 
m ent the baby , by force if necessary , 
is tak en a w a y from the pare nts and 
sent to the infirm ary . 
T here it is given 
the best of care. 
T he 
tre a tm e nt 
is 
painless. 
S om etim es a cure is effected 
in a few d ay s; som etim es the tim e re­ 
quired extends to six week s or more, 
but in the end every patient is cured 
if tak en to the hospital in tim e. 
T he sy m ptom s of the disease are sw ell­ 
ing, inflam m ation and redness 
of 
the 
ey es, accom panied by an unnatura l d is­ 
charge. 
O pthalm ia is one of the diseases 
considered so dangerous that would-be 
im m igrants afflicted with it in any of 
its form s are d ebarred from adm ission 
to the U nited S tates. 
T he good results of the M a ssac husetts 
law are lik ely to com m end it for a d op­ 
tion in other states.

H is 
coachm an and footm a n w ere also very 
small, and his w ife, sister of tiie then 
equally fam ous ‘A d m ira l’ Dot, m ade me 
a present of the m usic box. It is a very 
small affair, little larger than a la rge ­ 
sized w atch, and the m usic is ground out 
by m eans of a tiny crank in the center.

A s the pressure required for the he a t­ 
ing of an a pa r tm e nt house w ith ste am 
is com paratively sm all, tenants as a rule 
have little fe a r a s to the integrity of 
the boilers, w hich a re generally located 
in the basem ent, directly under the floors 
of the lower tier of tints. B ut tiie N ew 
York casualty ind ic ate s tha t boilers for 
heating purposes m a y become 
as 
d e ­ 
structive as bom bs under certain condi­ 
tions, and tha t vigilance and faithfulness 
on the part of the ja nitor and engineer 
a re necessary to sa fe gua rd occupants of 
a pa rtm e nt houses w hich are heated by 
steam from the ir ow n planets. 
T he direction in which the force of 
a boiler explosion is expended depends 
upon the location of the break in the 
plates. 
S om etim es a n explosion sends 
the shell of a boiler crashing lik e a huge 
rock et through the floors of a building, 
tow ard the roof, a nd the height to w hich 
it can carry d es truc tion depends only 
upon the pressure to which the boiler 
w as subm itted a t tiie time it "let go.” 
In the New York explosion of T hursd a y , 
the boiler shot through a wall, sidewise. 
H ad the force of the explosion 
been 
dow nw ard, the fra gm e nts of the boiler 
would have gone upw a rd through the 
flats, and the fa ta litie s might have been 
num bered.

sassins abolish the d e a th penalty first.” 
T ha t the best tim e for tiie d eath penalty 
to cease would 
be a fte r the crim e of 
m urd er had ceased seem ed to the F re nch 
so reasonable tha t even w hen some of 
the states of the A m erican union and 
some of tin* c ountries of E urope did 
aw a y with ca pita l 
punishm ent F ra nc e 
continued to a d he re to it. 
T he re were m a ny who believed tha t 
tlie present a gitation in F ra nc e would 
result successfully . 
T hose arguing in its 
favor had carried on their propagand a 
w ith a high hand. 
T he conservatives, as 
is characteristic of conservatives, 
had 
m ade little noise. 
B ut when the vote in 
the C ham ber of D e putie s on the proposal 
to delete the 
article 
in the code re­ 
lating to the d e a th penalty w as ta k en 
last S aturday , the re w ere only 201 ay es 
while the nay s num b e re d 330.

i t is inconsistent to th*^ 


extrem e of aosnrd ity . Some of the people 
.who iuveigh aga inst the infliction of the 
death penalty for m urd er may be heard 
upon occasions arguing tha t hum a nity 
would justify phy sicians in a d m iniste r­ 
ing opium or m orphine or chloroform in 
lethal quantitie s to patients ill of an in­ 
curable and painful disease. 
T his iu 
spite of the fac t tha t doctors’ jud gm e nts 
are fallible, lik e those of other men. 
To people who look upon hum a n life 
as sacred the tak ing of life under pre­ 
texts lik e this would seem hideously repre­ 
hensible and deserving of the punishm ent 
provided for hom icide in the first degree. 
It m ay sound line a paradox, b ut it i» 
true tha t the people who are for c apital 
punishm ent of m urd erers are really m ore 
regardful of the sacredness of hum a n life 
than those w ho oppose it. 
T hose w ho approve the death penalty 
for m urderers are not bloodthirsty . 
T hey 
w ant the k illing of hum an beings to 
cease, and they feel confident tha t w here 
there is an approxim ate certainwy or ig­ 
nominious 
d ea th for 
m urderers 
the re 
will be few er m urd ers than w here the 
severest legal penalty for any crim e i» 
life im prisonm ent, and 
where life im ­ 
prisonm ent even for m urderers is rarely 
carried out, for the reason tha t “ execu­ 
tive clem ency ” usually intervenes. 
T he decisive vote in the F rench 
Cham­ 
ber of D eputies aga inst the abolition of 
capital punishm ent is w orthy of a t te n­ 
tion.

T hen rise up objectors, w ho affirm 
with good reason tha t cats are a nuis­ 
ance. and are expensive to m a inta in a nd 
are them selves dangerous carriers of dis­ 
ease. it is easy to create a sensation in

ra t w hose carcass teem s w ith

germ s of bubonic plague, and the n run­ 
ning upstairs to nestle purring and pol­ 
luted in the crib of a sleeping child. 
T his fear existing with reference to 
the cat as u rat-exterm inator, it is re a s­ 
suring to learn tha t D r. J e a n D any sz of 
the I ’a ste ur Institute at P aris ha s d is­ 
covered a b etter w ay of disposing of ra ts 
than k eeping ca ts to hunt them. 
By ob­ 
servation 
and 
experim ents he learned 
tha t ra ts nre sub ject to a deadly disease 
som ew hat sim ilar to ty phus fever. 
H e 
caught ra ts infected w ith this disease, 
extracted its germ s, and m ade a “cul­ 
ture,” w hich w hen adm inistered to othe r 
rats dooms them to death w ithin te n 
day s. 
T he D any sz virus hns been used iu 
F ra nc e and in several places in E ngla nd 
with m ark ed success. 
T he village of­ 
ficers 
of 
E a rl 
So ham , 
F ra m lingha m , 
scattered the virus over 2990 ncres, and 
w itnin two w eek s the dead rats and m ice 
num bered thousands. A current ac count 
of the new ra tsb a ne say s; 
One great advantage claimed for the virus 
Is that it is not a poison and is absolutely 
Innocuous to human beings and to animals 
not <if thi> rodent family . 
Cats, dogs, ami 
chick ens, for Instance, can eat It w'ith safe­ 
ty. 
Once, whi'ii the German government 
made an experiment with biscuits soak ed 
In the virus, iu a certain village, some of 
these prepared biscuits were eaten by Ig­ 
norant peasant children, who experienced 
uo ill effects. 
Another advantage of the 
virus Is that, as It Is a disease, and not 
a 
poison, the rats do not die at once In their 
holes. 
They are 111 for three to ten day s, 
and sick rats alway s mak e for air aud open 
spuoes. 
Any one can prepare the virus for 
lnnoeulatlon. 
It comes In test-tubes about 
eight Inches long, and Is a substance tha t 
resembles gelatine. 
Soak ed for a time lu 
cold water, and spread on biscuits or stale 
broad, It Is ready to be placed on the floor 
near holes or places visited by the pests. 
If ra ts and m ice in cities could be done 
aw ay w ith tlie consum m ation would not 
only remove a source of disease, b ut w ould 
effect a saving of dollars and cento not un­ 
w orthy tin* notice of economists. 
I t ha s 
been 
calculated 
tha t 
tiie 
d estruc tion 
caused by r a ts and mice in the U nited 
States, together w ith tiie value of w ha t 
they consume, a m ounts every y e a r to 
$1(19,999,999— in othe r words it rivals 
the fire loss. 


F orests A re W a te r M ak ers. 


E xperts in forestry declare tha t proper 
forestation in the 
great 
w ater 
sheds 
w hence great cities are supplied is essen­ 
tial for procuring purity and a stead y 
flow*. 
F orests 
are 
the 
guardians 
and 
regulators of the flow’ of w ater, and it 
has been show n, lik ewise, tha t im prove­ 
m ents in tiie w ay of reforestation of w a ­ 
ter sheds can be m ade to pay for the m ­ 
selves w ithin a very few y ears. 
H a lf a 
dozen states in G erm a ny pay large divi­ 
dends on the investm ent in forestry . I t 
is furthe r show n tha t a protit of from 
$ 1(H) to $112 per acre in this country 
could be derived in from tw enty to forty 
y ears through planting white pine. 
W hen cities m ay be assured of a sa ni­ 
ta ry and well regulated w ater supply 
through an ind ustry tha t pay s a profit 
besides, they show a lack of self-inter­ 
est. not only in not preserving the trees 
in their w a te r sheds, but also in m ak ing 
no attem pt to grow new ones s y s te m a t­ 
ically .—P itts b urg i ost.

HUMUS BURNED OUT. 


Effect of Forest Fires Upon Vegetation 
and Soil Fertility . 
The real loss is far greater than any 
estimate shows, bused upon the amount 
of timber consumed and the value of the 
property of the settler and the houses 
and improvements of villages and towns. 
The greatest loss, probably , is one that 
is never taken into account—the loss of 
y oung trees and the loss in humus. 
After one of these terrible conflagra­ 
tions have swept over a timber slashing 
not a living thing of vegetation is left. 
Nature has to begin again the work of 
furnishing 
protection 
for 
the 
naked 
earth; y ears must e lapse 
before 
the 
traces of the dreary desolation are hid­ 
den. The farmer who returns to rebuild 
his home upon the ashes is without ma­ 
terial f<» r building or fencing, and soon 
lie is without material for living except 
what he buy s. 
But the lo>s of luimus is a far greater 
loss. 
The vegetable matter so abundant 
on the surface <>f the soil in a new coun­ 
try i- devoured by the flames. The top 
soil with all that is contains is turned 
into ashes. For two or three y ears good 
crops may follow because of the abund­ 
ance of ashes ly ing over the soil, but the 
stimulating effect of these is soon lost. 
The area thus burned over will not re­ 
cover what it lost by such n conflagra­ 
tion in a score of y ears, or in a period 
much longer.—St. Paul Pioneer Press.

Thirty Years in Chains. 
The last surviving chief of the old 
Bourbon brigand bunds, which were se­ 
cretly subsidized by that dy nasty and 
iufested well nigh the whole of southern 
Italy in the GO’s, has been pardoned by 
King Victor Emmanuel, and was re­ 
leased from the convict prison at Favig- 
nana recently . 
This venerable, benevo­ 
lent looking old man, whose name is 
Vincenzo Hucci. is now 8 2 y ears of age. 
At the end of a forlorn campaign, which 
he carried on for six y ears at the head 
of a big body of banditti with the ob­ 
ject of reinstating the Bourbons, he fell 
into the clutches of the soldiers of the 
newr 'egitre. and w*n« sentenced to death 
by the supreme court at Langiano in 
18 00 for the assassination of a German 
engineer named Victor, and a Liberal 
Catholic arch priest, Don Guiseppe, both 
of whom were supposed to be salaried 
spies, co-operating with the new* govern­ 
ment in the repression of brigandage. 
The death sentence was afterwards 
commuted to penal servitude. 
Haviug 
served six y ears, Rueci 
organized 
a 
clever plot, and in 18 72 succeeded in 
escaping, in company with ten convict 
comrades. 
Recaptured 
after 
sixteen 
months of liberty , Rucei w as kept heavi­ 
ly laden with chains till as late as 19 02. 
when the minister of justice sanctioned 
their removal.—London Chronicle. 


To Save the Evergreens. 
The state forest, fish and game com­ 
missioner. Jam es S. Whipple, has noti­ 
fied all state forest protectors that they 
must be on the watch for Christmas 
tree vandals who may invade the state’s 
preserves and attempt to despoil them 
of the evergreens to he used for Christ­ 
mas trees. 
This is a timely provision. 
The traffic in evergreens for Christmas 
Sias become so enormous that it is diffi­ 
cult to meet the demand. 
Young trees 
are required for that trade, and they are 
-sacrificed ruthlessly by mercenary specu­ 
lators in forest products.

Preserving Eggs with Wax. 
By a novel process of preserving eggs 
eix months old are made to retain their 
“ new laid” freshness. The process has 
been adopted by a firm of Hull impor­ 
ters, acting on the theory that an egg de­ 
composes owing to the entrance of bac­ 
teria through the shell. 
The shells by the new process a r e first 
disinfected and then immersed in a vessel 
of hot paraffine wax in a vacuum. The 
air in the 
shell is extracted 
by 
the 
vacuum, 
and 
atmospheric pressure is 
then allowed to enter the vessel, when 
the hot wax is forced into the “pores” of 
the shell, which thus hermetically seals 
it. Evaporation of the contents of the 
eggs, which has a 
harmful 
effect, is 
thereby prevented, and the egg is prac­ 
tically sterile.—London Daily Mail.

To a Philadelphian, Dr. Carroll Fox, 
has fallen the distinction of being tlia 
discoverer of u new* species of Ilea, and 
entomologists throughout the world are 
much interested in it, not only because 
of its novelty , but because the discovery 
is so closely allied to the tight against 
the bubonic plague which was prevalent 
for several months in San Francisco. Dr. 
Fox is with the marine hospital service 
in that city , being sent there to investi­ 
gate the way s in which the plague is 
transmitted. 
It was finally discovered, after pains­ 
taking experiments, that fieas on the bod­ 
ies of rats infected with the plague were 
the mediums of transmission to human 
beings. There followed a warfare of ex­ 
termination against the rodents. 
Pursuing his investigation, much of 
which was, of course, accomplished with 
a microscope, he discovered the hitherto 
unreported specimen of fleas. He found 
it to be without ey es, and having a row 
of six teeth. Instead of being black, as 
the ordinary well known variety , this 
new insect is a light brown. It is quite 
as voracious as other members of the 
same family , but is capable of a much 
higher leap. Dr. Fox has not named the 
species, a privilege which is his as the 
discoverer.

Migration Westward Uniform in Rate 
and Direction. 
The center of population in I9 60 wns 
in the state of Indiana. 
In 1 TiM> the cen­ 
ter was twenty -three miles east of Bal­ 
timore. in the state of Mary land, or vir­ 
tually on the Atlantic shore line. 
Its migration has been slow and re­ 
markably uniform, both in rate and in 
direction. 
It has hovered for 110 y ears 
along the 39 th parallel of latitude, and 
its total variation in latitude has been 
less than one-third of one degree. 
The westward movement has averaged 
less than a degree in a decade, notwith­ 
standing the incredibly swift occupation 
of a vacant continent by a movement of 
population westward. The easterly po­ 
sition of the center of population is in 
part due to the fact 
that the eastern 
part of the continent was first settled 
and 
was settled 
from the east. 
The 
easterly position of the center of popula­ 
tion is also due to the more evenly dis­ 
tributed and more abundant resources of 
the eastern half of the United States. 
It 
should not be forgotten that the 
geographical center of the United States 
lies some hundreds of miles west of tha 
country , therefore, embraces tin* Atlan­ 
tic lowlands, th*» prairies and great lake 
plains, the golf lowlands and the forests 
and minerals of the Appalachian moun­ 
tains and Appalachian plateaux. 
Over 
against these are the arid and mountain­ 
ous areas of the west. 
Pertain areas will be reclaimed to in­ 
credible productiveness, ami the mineral 
wealth is vast; but the center of popula­ 
tion may be expected to remain perma­ 
nently to the castwarrf of the geographi­ 
cal center of 
the. land. Geographical 
Journal.

In Denver the other day a lawy er 
try ing a case in the United States dis­ 
trict court was accused not of hy pnotiz­ 
ing the judge, but of exercising a my s­ 
terious influence over members of the 
jury . 
The judge gave the acccused law­ 
y er’s client a stiff sentence and appoint­ 
ed a committee of three to look into the 
case of the lawy er, who will he dis­ 
barred if he is found guilty of unprofes­ 
sional conduct. 
The lawy er, whose name is Beu B. 
Laska, was a hy pnotist before he was 
admitted to the bar, and has been in­ 
discreet in his talk and unconventional 
in liis methods. 
Under rigid examina­ 
tion, however, he denied having used un­ 
due influence, and scouted the notion 
that any person could hy pnotize another 
against the hitter’s will. 
The case is unusual, and its outcome 
will be awaited with interest.

10.000,000 o f o u r fello w co u ntry men who 
are o n the v erge o f starv atio n. 
T h a t is. 
they are receiv ing barely a liv ing wage, 
and sho u ld sickness o v ertake the bread­ 
winner o f the family , his wife and chil­ 
dren wo u ld be destitu te. 
Indiv idu al Charity Often Unwise. 
W h at sho u ld he o u r 
attitu de 
to 
the 
beggar? 
There are many tender-hearted 
Christians who maintain that we o u ght 
nev er to tu rn away fro m a su ffering hu ­ 
m an being who appeals fo r help witho u t 
try ing to help him; and that it is there­ 
fo re o u r Christian du ty to giv e fo o d o r 
clo thing o r mo ney to ev ery tram p who 
co mes to o u r do o r. 
There is a glaring 
fallacy in this argu ment. 
It is tru e that 
as Christians we mu st treat ev ery man 
as o u r bro ther, and are therefo re u nder 
o bligatio ns to help tho se in need. 
Bu t 
it do es no t fo llo w that we mu st help 
them in that particu lar way , at that in­ 
stant, by giv ing them fo o d o r mo ney . 
In nine cases o u t o f ten we wo u ld no t 
be helping them by so do ing. 
W e might 
be giv ing them ano ther tem ptatio n to be­ 
co me into x icated, o r enco u raging an idle 
m an who has deserted his wife and chil­ 
dren, o r helping to pau perize so me man 
well able to wo rk. 
M any Applicants Are Frau ds. 
I hav e no t the slightest do u bt that mo st 
beggars who co me to my do o r are frau ds. 
By this I mean either that they are mak­ 
ing begging a pro fessio n; o r they arc no t 
telling tru e sto ries o f their misfo rtu nes, 
o r they are criminals fleeing fro m ju stice, 
o r they are simply lo o king fo r the price 
o f a drink, o r they will sell the clo thes 
y o u giv e them and squ ander the mo ney 
iu v ice. 
I hav e o ften had men co me to me and 
tell me v ery plau sible sto ries abo u t the 
h ard lu ck they hav e had, and ask fo r a 
small lo an o f mo ney to transpo rt them 
to so me o ther city where they had wo rk 
pro mised them, o r to pay their rent, o r 
to enable them to make themselv es pre­ 
sentable eno u gh to get a jo b. 
In nt.v 
gu ilelessness 1 hav e o ften lo aned mo ney 
to su ch peo ple. 
Here let me reco rd the 
resu lts o f my ex perience. 
Nev er hav e 1 
kno wn o ne su ch perso n to keep his wo rd 
and repay the mo ney . 
A Go o d Ru le. 
Mo st o f u s hav e learned by ex perience 
th a t scattered indiv idu al charity o f this 
so rt is no t o nly u npro fitable and u nwise, 
bu t that it is o ften harm fu l to the perso n 
who receiv es it. 
Su ch ex perience lias 
led m any p eople to make the ru le nev er 
to giv e mo ney , clo thing, no r fo o d to any 
indiv idu al with who m they are no t per­ 
so nally 
acqu ainted. 
Tho u gh 
this 
has 
lo ng been the ru le o f many peo ple, 1 am 
su re it will bear repetitio n; fo r there are 
still 
many 
well-meaning 
peo ple 
who 
. cling to the o ld-fashio ned v iew that it is 
their du ty to reliev e o n the spo t ev ery 
case o f need, by giv ing w hat tlie perso n 
asks fo r if they po ssibly can. 
Organized Charity Mo re Effectiv e. 
It certainly is o u r du ty to reliev e o n 
the spo t if po ssible every case o f need. 
Bu t there is a far better way o f per­ 
fo rming this Christian du ty than by giv ­ 
ing tin* perso n what he asks fo r. 
T hat 
is by giv ing ev ery applicant who m we do 
no t kno w a card to the o ffice o f the 
A s s o ­ 
ciated Charities. 
If he takes it there, 
his case will be tho ro u ghly lo o ked into , 
and if his sto ry is fo u nd to be tru e and 
he is genu inely in need o f help o r wo rk, 
he will receiv e assistance if that is w ith­ 
in the po wer o f o rganized charity . 
Of co u rse it go es witho u t say ing that 
the peo ple who thu s u tilize the Asso ­ 
ciated Charities in perfo rming their o bli­ 
gatio ns o f Christian charity sho u ld help 
su ppo rt that o rganizatio n. 
T hey sho u ld 
co ntribu te a definite amo u nt each mo nth 
o r y ear. 
T hey will find that the am o u nt 
they thu s ex pend will do mo re to help 
the needy and the po o r than liv e times 
that am o u nt do led o u t indiscriminately 
nt their do o r. 
Po v erty and the Chu rches. 
There is an ex trao rdinary su spicio n 
prev alent amo ng 
so me 
chu rch peo ple 
that go o d chu rch members o u ght no t to 
wo rk thro u gh the Asso ciated Charities, 
bu t o nly thro u gh their o wn chu rch o r­ 
ganizatio ns. Of co u rse there are special 
cases o f pressing need that ev ery chu rch 
has to lo o k after. Bu t why sho u ld this 
general wo rk o f caring fu r the po o r be 
the bu rden o f the chu rches? There is no 
reaso n why ev ery go o d wo rk do ne in the 
co mmu nity 
sho u ld 
be 
do ne 
by 
the 
chu rches. The chu rches are no mo re re­ 
spo nsible fo r dealing with po v erty than 
fo r dealing with a co ntaminated w ater 
su pply . 
Bo th are ev ils that affect the 
who le co mmu nity , and sho u ld be co r­ 
rected By the o rganized effo rt o f the 
who le co mmu nity . 
W here the chu rches 
go in fo r charitable relief wo rk o n a 
large scale, it is go o d neither fo r the 
chu rches no r fo r the po o r. 
It alienates 
the po o r fro m the chu rches; and it pre­ 
v ents the efficient relief wo rk th at co u ld 
be do ne by o ne central o rganizatio n. 
M o re Po v erty Is Prev entable. 
Go o d as they are, let u s ho pe that 
mo st o f the o rganized charities in o u r 
great cities are no t perm anent institu ­ 
tio ns. 
W hen the spirit o f real charity 
beco mes 
mo re 
widely 
prev alent 
these 
cities will take the necessary m easu res 
to do aw ay with all po v erty th at is pre­ 
v entable. 
Mo st po v erty is ail u nneces­ 
sary ev il, ju st as mu ch as tu bercu lo sis, 
smallpo x 
o r 
y ello w 
fev er; 
o r 
bad 
streets and bad drains. 
Su ch po v erty 
can be abo lished when all o u r peo ple 
aw ake to their du ty ; ju st as these dis­ 
eases can be abo lished 
by 
intelligent 
prev entiv e measu res, o r o u r streets and 
sewerage can be impro v ed by au efficient 
city go v ernment. 
The spirit o f charity will fo rce u s to 
go to the ro o t 
of the ev il and attack the 
cau ses o f po v erty . 
Deficient edu catio n 
o f children, child labo r, ex cessiv e to il fo r 
wo men, bad ho u sing and o v ercro wding, 
prev entable disease, lack o f pro tectio n 
and insu rance fo r wo rkingmen, dru nken­ 
ness, go dlessness—these and m any simi­ 
lar ev ils are the cau ses o f mo st o f the 
po v erty in mo dern life. 
Who can deny 
th a t su ch ev ils can be largely ro o ted o u t 
by legislatio n, by tax atio n, by changes 
In o u r edu catio nal sy stem, o u r penal sy s­ 
tem, and o u r indu strial sy stem? 
So me Po v erty Unav o idable.

there is any au thentic reco rd. 
It is a 
so lid silv er 
chro no meter, 
in 
diameter 
abo u t the size <*f the o rdinary watch o f 
to day , bu t sev eral times as thick. 
It 
was made in 
Liv erpo o l, 
England, 
by 
Richard 1). B anner in the y ear 1(500. 
it 
is said to be abso lu tely hand-made—ev ­ 
ery wheel, spring and screw was fash­ 
io ned w itho u t the aid o f machinery o f 
any kind. 
This rem arkable watch was bro u ght to 
Mary land in 1634. in cither the Ark o r 
the Do v e, tw o o f the ships sent by Lo rd 
Baltimo re to bis bro ther, go v erno r o f the 
settlement in Mary land. 
The watch was 
bro u ght to America by Mr. Price's great - 
great -grea t-grea t-grea t-grca t -gra ndf a t her. 
and has since the y ear 1*534 been wo rn 
by the eldest so n, in direct descent. 
E n ­ 
grav ed u po n the inner side o f the case is 
the fo llo wing inscriptio n: 
“ 1 was bro u ght to St. Mary s, M ary ­ 
land. 1634 by Mo rdecai Price; 1662 his 
so n, Mo rdecai Price, dr.; 17 23, his so n, 
Mo rdecai Price, dr.; 17 8 1, his so n, Elijah 
Price; 18 30, 
his so n, Jo hn K. 
Price; 
18*52, his so n, Reu ben S. Price.” 
The present Reu ben S. 
Price, 
who 
o wns the w atch, has no so n, and lie say s 
that he will place it in so me pu blic In 
stitu tio n w here it will co ntinu e to be 
preserv ed. No tw ithstanding the fact that 
it is 308 y ears o ld. it still keeps co rrect 
time and is in co nstant u se.—Indianapo lis 
News.

E. H. Fo r- 
bu sh, o rnitho lo gist fo r the state bo ard o f 
agricu ltu re o f M assachu setts, who 
H * 
made a special stu dy o f the bird this 
y ear and has 
nu t fo u u d o ne 
herring 
gu ll o r black headed gu ll attacking the 
eggs o f o ther birds. 
Large nu mbers o f 
dead 
fish were 
washed u p o n the M assachu setts beach­ 
es this su mmer o wing to the u nu su al 
nu mber o f whales, which dro v e the small 
fish so near land thu t they were cau ght 
by the breakers and to seed asho re. To wn 
scav enger departm ents fo u nd it difficu lt 
to keep the beaches clear anti they wo u ld 
hav e beco me o ffensiv e if it had no t been 
fo r the gu lls which swo o ped do wn and 
greedily ate the dead fish. 
This is pu t 
to the credit o f the gu lls. 
T he liv e fish which the gu lls eat, Pro f. 
Fo rbu sh declares, are no t o f the v alu ­ 
able kind, 
bu t small species like the 
sand eel. mu mu iy cho g and minno w'. 
Pro f. Fo rbu sh also po ints o u t that the 
charge that gu lls kill y o u ng du cks mu st 
no t be bro u ght against the gu ll family 
as a who le bu t o nly a few indiv idu als. 
As there are black sheep in the hu man 
family so there are bad dispo sitio u ed 
gu lls which may kill y o u ng du cks, bu t 
o u o bserv er o nce no ted that o u t o f a 
hu ndred o r mo re gu lls o u ly two were 
gu ilty o f su ch killing.
